WAfiniNOTO.v CITY, March 1C.—Brown

below. Only a few succeeded, these hoing 
fired at as thoy made tho leap. 
\Vhen the 


smoko of tho room cleared away it was din 
covered that ten negroes had been instantly 
killed and that two wero mortally wounded. 
Those two died soon after. 


Tho wounded numbered seven, two of 


whom wero very seriously hurt, besides one 
other badly shot and reportod dead. Paytoa 
Hemingway mid Walter JlcCloud jumped 
through a window carrying soih along, the 
former was shot slightly iu the head bu- 
was otherwise unharmed. 


One colorod man throw himself out 0 


tho window, foil on tho brick pavement 
got up and escaped unhurt. While ho war 
attempting to get out three shots wero flre_ 
at him, two striking tho windowsill and 
one passed through the glass.
